A class of tax-dodging by governmental 


permission is the tax-exempt security. Dr. 
Edwin K. Seligman, professor of political 
economy in Columbia university, told the 
house Avars and means committee the 
other day that there are $20.000,- 
000.000'of federal and $10.000.000.- 
000 of state bonds outstanding which are 
•wholly or partially exempt from taxation. 
On the federal securities, he said, the gov- 
ernment loses §300.000.000 of taxes a 
year. 


Besides being unrepubliean and unfair 


by excusing persons of -wealth from pay- 
ing taxes, the tax-exemption feature has 
the effect of attracting money to these 
favored securities and directing it out of 
regular investment channels. 


Capital that ordinarily would go into- 


bonds and stocks to run factories and eon-- 
struct buildings, thereby providing work 
for the unemployed and stimulating com- 
mercial activity, is deflected into mere 
investment. 
Tax-exempt securities favor 


the leisure class that exists by drawing in- 
terest on its capital. 
" 


Exemption of bonds from taxation 


should be prohibited. It is a class ineas- 
ure. All securities should be taxable. 
The government should recall the tax- 
exempt bonds and issue new ones instead. 
The states, where it is possible, should do 
the same. Xo further issues of tax-exempt 
securities should be issued by states or 
nation.

Dean Cooley. it should be noted. em_r 


phasizes groundwork as the essential of 
more thorough education. Insisting on 
thoroughness in each specialty, he urges 
familiarity with the foundations of gen- 
eral knowledge. The suggestion is prac- 
tical. Students who master fundamentals 
find it easy after graduation to pursue 
Iheir work and investigations with under- 
standing.

DARWINIAN SCIENCE REMAINS IN 


DARKNESS 


Discussion of the Darwinian hypothe- 


sis of natural selection at the annual con- 
vention of the American Society for Ad- 
vancement of Science in Toronto deep- 
ened the clouds which have have been 
hanging over it ever since it was pro- 
pounded. It is not only just as specu- 
lative as ever, but is tending, under pro- 
gressive scientific discovery, to become a 
mere film. Discussion showed that even 
its believers take it only on partial faith 
and with the preponderance 
of proof 


against it. 
> 


Darwin's hypothesis that new species 


are developed by gradual variations in 
natural production-never had any fact 
whatever as its basis. 
It was simply a 


form of theorizing, and for the very 
reason that it was a speculative idea it 
aroused widespread interest. 


Prof. AYilliani Bateson of England, a 


biologist and authority on heredity, could 
say nothing stronger in support of the 
evolutionary hypothesis than that "the 
variations we see do not look as though 
they were leading to species, nor can we 
call an unlimited lapse of time to devel- 
op minor variations into distinct spe- 
cies." And then, "The idea thaj; spe- 
cies, are summations of varieties ignores 
the chief attribute of species, that cross- 
ing different species produces sterile 
hybrid." 
. . In 'the plainest terms the English evo- 
tionist thus denied the Darwinian hypo- 
thesis. 
Dr. Bateson is director of the 


John Innes Horticultural institute, at 
Surrey, and he ranks high among British 
scientific investigators. 
It would seem 


that such an earnest investigator. Avould 
follow his reasoning to the logical conclu- 
sion, and admit that all recorded facts 
are contrary in every respect to the the- 
ory of evolution. 
However, like other 


prominent speculative scientists, he pre- 
fers to remain undecided. 
Darwin him- 


self said, toward the end of his life: "If 
we consider the whole universe, the mind 
refuses to look at it as the origin of 
chance. The whole question seems to me 
to be insoluble." 
\ 
This is the conclusion to which all in- 


vestigation goes, yet scientists resist giv- 
ing up their speculation. Inquiry into 
the hypothesis of evolution invariably 
reaches the conclusion that it leads no- 
where, or disproves itself. Natural facts 
are opposed to the theory, and facts are 
supposed to be the substantial base of sci- 
entific truth. 


The Darwinian theory is in the same 


category with metaphysics, and there- 
fore hopeless. 
All attempts to explain 


the origin of the world and the origin -tf 
human life, in a scientific ?'. -**•* LMK 
failed utterly. The origin of bofJi as ex- 
plained by the bible, not literally of 
course, but as the conception and product 
of a supreme being and divine will still 
stands as the only satisfactory one and 
never has been, and never will be dis- 
proven. 
by 
science, metaphysics or 


philosophy. 


On the contrary, the utter futility of 


all such in\ estigators goes to confirm in 
every essential respprt the hypothesis on 
whi'-h the bible and 1he teachings of 
Christ rest. 
Jn the realm of metaphysics 


man has made no progress. 
TFie specula- 


tions of thousands of years ago are as 
valid as speculations of today. The same 
tiling is true concerning man himself. 
Attempts to reduce him to scientific an- 
alysis have failed. All of the theories ad- 
vanced during the centuries of recorded 
history touching life and the universe 
have lead nowhere, except back to the 
starting place fixed by the srripturcs.

and sweets for the little tots. Once more this wel 
known specialist places candy and ice cream and 
cake and cookies beyond the pale or outside of the 
pantry so far as the wee ones are concerned. 
"Take a child that eats lots of candy," a news- 


paper quotes Dr. Horse. "He will never have good 
teeth again. Also a child that takes quantities of 
sweets will suffer from digestion for a life time and 


ill likely be a confirmed dyspeptic when arriving 


adult age 
." 


For instance, as Dr. Morse doesn't add, take a 


parcel of little pickaninnies toward the end of the 
sugar cane season. Poorly nourished? Poor teeth? 
Dyspepsia? Finest teeth in the 
world. 
Nobody 


knows they've sot a digestion. 


Let; me tabulate the counts the Boston doctor 
•nates in his indictment: 


1- Sugar is not a necessary component of a 


eiifld's dietary tho the carbohydrates are. The car- 
bohydrates (starches and sugars) are converted intD 
sugar in the process of digestion. The starches can 
take the place of sugar in the dietary. 


2. Sugar and sweets distract appetite from more 
essential foods. 


3. Causes decay of the teeth. 
4. Impairs digestion. 
These strictures apply to the feeding of such for- 


bidden things as candy, cookies, cake, ice cream 
sherbets, sugar on cereals, sugar on bread and but- 
ter or in fact sugar in or on anything a child under 
six years of age may eat. 


Kiddies, this is a hard life and I'm afraid Dr. 


lorse is nearer the truth than I like to admit. I 
"iave tabulated his premises or surmises. Now here 
are some of his conclusions: 


Many children tease for things they should not 


iax-e, because they have been badly brought up, 
oorly trained, by parents or other guardians who 


have ignored good medical counsel and good sense 
•y allowingVthe young child to have tastes of this 
and that because others at the table were eating 
he forbidden thing or gratuitously suggested just a 
ute wouldn't hurt any child. 


Sugar and sweets destroy the child's natural ap- 


oetite for the wholesome cereals, vegetables 
and 


•neats—give the child a finical taste, hard to please 


Children tend to bolt sugar, candy and sweets, 


whereas if they are not allowed such things they 
can be taught to remain long enough at table to 
properly chew their food. (Twenty minutes is the 
minimum—no child should be permitted to leave 
he table within that time.) 
- 


Notwithstanding Dr. Morse's views I should give 


my children a reasonable amount of brown sugar 
n the bread and butter from the age of 2% years, 
a heaping teaspoonful of sugar on their breakfast 
ereal if any, a cookie or some cake or other sweet- 
ned tid bit as dessert after dinner, and some pure 
Id fashioned stick candy or homemade candy as an 
.fter dinner (not a between meals) reward for good 
ehavior every week, at least.

ugar, less sweet, possibly more quickly digestible 
nan cane sugar. The greater part of a cMld's pro-

Paris. — The theory that the Wash 


Ington conference makes useless and 
sounds the death-knell of the Leaugue 
of Nations is scouted by a writer in 
I/ERE NOUVELLBS 
Who makes 


some interesting comparisons. 


"What effect will the Washington 
Conference have on the fate and the 


development of the League of Nations 


asks, and continues: 


"Many American publishers "declare 


that the conference marks the tri- 
umph of republican, over the democ- 
ratic ideas, and the celebrated writer 
Wells, whose imagination sometimes 
oversteps 
the boundaries 
of time 


prophecies the approaching death of 
he Geneva organization and Invites 
people to scrap the League, in other 
words, to treat the pact of April, 28, 


919 as a scrap of paper. 
"This is no doubt soing too fast. We 


will admit that the relative success 
of the Washington Conference 
has 


restored t6 the methods of partial a- 
greements and alliances something .of 
he credit which-they had lost In the 
opinion ,of the public.1 Must we con- 
clude from this that 
-the positive 


work accomplished by. the League of 
nations in other, respects deserves 
to be abandoned? - Does Mr? -Wells 
seriously propose to suspend the re- 
patriation of war prisoners, to aban- 
don the fight against typhoid, and 
against the- white" slave traffic, to a- 
Htndpti national minorities 
to their 


perilous fate, to tear up the Barcelona 
conventions' with regard to transport, 
tc.? For to abandon the pact of 1919 
would mean to give up all these bene- 
volent, activities so-rich in promise. Is 
t really a return to political and eco- 
nomic1 anarchy1 that' ie desired? If so, 
t would be better to say so frankly. 


"But," continues the writer, "it is 


possible to go fu/ther, it is possible 
o prave that the Washington Con- 
'erence is useful to the League of 
Nations in two vriys, first by its in- 
sufficiency and then by its ..positive 
results. 


'Let us begin with the later. The 


dlpjomatists of Washington have suc- 
ceeded in limiting the armaments of 
the three greatest naval powers of 
he globe. We do not wish to lessen 
the importance of this agreement; on 
the contrary it is very considerable. 


"We will even grant that the first 


meetings of the League of Nations 
compared to the meetings at Wash- 
ngton made a very pitiful impression 
But just for this-reason It would be 
a great thing if the relative success 
of Washington with regard to dis- 
armament would relieve the League 
of a part of its1 work, for which inxits 
present state it is by no means fit. 
The Washington 
Conference 
suc- 


ceeded in bringing about the reduc- 
lon of naval armaments because the 
three great powers interested 
took 


part in the debate. But it would be 
scarcely possible for a League of Na- 
tions to solve the problem of disarm- 
ament with Germany, Russia, Turkey 
ind the United States not included. 


But at the same time the insuf- 


"iclency of the 
Washington 
treaty 


with regard to the Pacific emphasizes 
the weaknesses of partial agreements 
For at Washington none of the great 
problems of the Pacific were touched 
upon; the dangerous muddle of Chin 
PS 2 affairs was 
not taken into con 


sideration and It provides for no pos- 
itive collaboration between those in- 
terested of the problems which were 
too complex to be handled; and this 
fact only strengthens the position of 
the League of Nations. 


"This result is so obvious," contin 


lies the writes, "that there is a mask- 
ed feeling in United States in favor 
of rallying round the Geneva organ! 
zation. The famous / 'Association of 
Nations' that President Harding was 
going to oppose to the League is no 
more heard of. But there arc many 
signs which point to a new orienta 
tion of American opinion. 


'It is of course too soon to predict 


that the Washington agreement is a 
prelude to the entry of the United 
States into the League or Nations, 
but it is worth a good deal to be 
able to say that the second will not 
be affected as many thought it would 
be, by the success of the American 
meetings. 
The League of Nations 


stands firmly enough not to mind the 
efforts'which arc being made in other 
places to ease her military burden 
and ensure the safety of nations. It 
must be left to time to brine: thorn 
closer together. As Gilbert Murray 
said: 'Let UK greet Washington with- 
out allowing that Geneva should be 
weakened.' "
